COUPER TO SPEAK AT GWU LIBRARY DEDICATION 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Richard W. Couper (correct spelling), 
president and chief executive officer of The New York Public Library, 
will be the principal speaker at the formal dedication of the new 
George Washington University Library, Saturday, October 13, at Lisner 
Auditorium, 730 21st St., N.W. Couper has gained national recognition 
for his innovative efforts at development for the New York libraries. 

The dedication ceremonies, beginning at 3:30 p.m., will mark 
the official opening of the University's new $10 million facility. 

The building situated at 22nd and H Streets, N.W., replaces 
the former library located in Lisner Hall since 1939* Overcrowding 
was a severe problem. When Lloyd H. Elliott became University 
President in 1965 , he announced that his number-one priority was 
the construction of a new library. Ground was broken in February 
1971. 

The new University library, with seven floors of stacks and 
offices above ground and one below, has nearly 250,000 square feet 
of floorspace with room for close to one million volumes. Advanced 
audio-visual features and improved circulation, reference, and study 
facilities have been provided to offer students, alumni, faculty, 
and staff the best services possible. 
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The afternoon dedication ceremonies October 13 will be the 
highlight of a day of activities inaugurating the new building. 

Tours of the library will be held from 1:30 p.m. until the dedication 
at Lisner Auditorium. Following the ceremony, a reception will be 
held in the library at U:l*5 p.m. The dedication coincides with the 
university's 1973 Parents' Weekend. 

Couper's dedicatory address is titled "The Lions -- Can We Keep 
Them Roaring?", a reference to the famous stone lions in front of 
the New York Public Library's main branch at l*2nd and Fifth Avenue. 
Couper became the New York Public Library's first full-time president 
and chief executive officer February 1, 1971* Previously, he had 
served as deputy commissioner for higher education for the New York 
State Department of Education and in various capacities at Hamilton 
College (N.Y.), including acting president 1966-68. 

A native of Binghamton, N.Y., Couper has become well known 
for his efforts at raising money for the NYPL's research libraries, 
which unlike the regular city lending libraries, have to be privately 
supported. With the help of "challenge" grants from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities -- grants that have to be matched on a 
two-to-one basis -- Couper has been able to lower the library's 
current deficit to under $1 million. His fund-raising activities 
have included several theatre benefits, including the New York 
premiere of the Leonard Bernstein '‘Mass" in June 1972. 

Couper's activities at the New York Public Library have also 
included the establishment of the first endowed chairs for a library 
and an attempt to establish a consortium of library facilities at 
Harvard, Yale, and Columbia with those at the NYPL called HALCYON. 

He was recently appointed to the board of the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare's Fund for the Improvement of Post¬ 
secondary Education. He holds degrees from Hamilton and Harvard 
University.

GVJU AND COUNCIL ON EDUCATION ANNOUNCE DEGREE PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The perplexing issues and problems facing the national 
associations that represent the interests of higher education in Washington are 
the focus of a special graduate degree program begun last week by The George 
Washington University and the American Council on Education. 

The program was developed for staff personnel of the American Council on 
Education and its 38 member associations headquartered at the National Center 
for Higher Education Building, One Dupont Circle, Washington. It will lead to 
a Master of Arts in Special Studies degree with a concentration in Higher Education 
Affairs from GVJU's Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. Classes began at the 
Center October 1. 

The curriculum includes 36 semester hours of course work designed to give 
participants an increased awareness of trends in the field of higher education 
and the tools needed to increase the effectiveness of the various associations of 
which they are a part. 

Coordinated by GVJU's College of General Studies, the program includes course 
work from the University's School of Education on the issues, legal problems, and 
administration of higher education* related studies from the fields of sociology 
and political science; journalism courses focusing on public relations and 
publications design; and advanced work in such areas as information technology, 
and procurement and contracting drawn from GW's School of Government and 
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Business Administration. 

The program was developed under the direction of Ms. Suzanne Forsyth, the 
American Council on Education's executive assistant for personnel and administration, 
as a part of the growing complement of professional services provided for the 
member associations located at the National Center. 

I. Ralph DeBelles, director of the College of General Studies' off-campus 
programs in the District of Columbia, represented the University in the 
development of the program, and Dr. David A. Rowley, assistant dean of GW's 
Graduate School, will serve as faculty advisor. 

' The new program at One Dupont Circle is the culmination of more than a 
year of planning and development, and we look forward to being a part of the 
expanded services of the National Center,' 1 according to Dr. Charles M. Chambers, 
associate dean of the College of General Studies. 

The American Council on Education, responding to an expanding need for 
cooperative action at the national level, coordinates the interests of its 
various constituent groups and represents the academic community before the 
government and the nation. 

The completion of the National Center in 1968 provided headquarters 
space for both ACE and member associations. It has enabled ACE to provide such 
services as a central library, conference rooms, publishing and data processing 
facilities, and now an in-house academic degree program to support the work of 
the member groups. 

Members include such groups as the American Association of State University 
and Land-Grant Colleges, the American Association of University Professors, the 
National Commission on Accrediting, and the American Association of Community 
and Junior Colleges at the National Center building, and 1,5^2 organizations 
and institutional affiliates at other locations in Washington and throughout 
the country.

WATERGATE COMMITTEE CONSULTANT TO SPEAK TO GWU FLORIDA ALUMNI 

WASHINGTON, D.C. --Jerome A. Barron, professor of law at The 
George Washington University’s National Law Center and consultant 
to the Ervin Senate Select Committee investigating Watergate, will 
be the guest speaker at a banquet for the George Washington Univer¬ 
sity's Florida alumni Saturday evening, October 20, in Fort Myers, 

Fla. 

The banquet, to be held at 7 p.m. in the King's Crown Restaurant, 
will be the highlight of a weekend of activities planned for GWU’s 
Florida alumni at South Seas Plantation on Captiva Island. 

Barron, who began teaching at GWU in 1965, returned to the 
National Law Center this year after serving as dean of Syracuse 
University's College of Law during the academic year 1972-73. He 
is a consultant on federal Jurisdiction and constitutional powers 
to the Senate Select Committee on Presidential Campaign Activities -- 
the "Watergate Committee" chaired by Senator Sam Ervin. 

Barron has also gained national attention in the field of 
mass communications law. Beginning with a June 1967 article in 
the Harvard Law Review , he became the center of a continuing 
controversy when he suggested that American newspapers should be 
subject "to a "Fairness Doctrine" guaranteeing equal space to 
opposing points of view similar to the rules on the broadcasting

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industry enforced by the Federal Communications Commission. A 
recent Florida State Supreme Court decision supported this idea 
when it upheld an old state law requiring newspapers to give space 
to political candidates they have criticized. The case is expected 
to go to the Utaited States Supreme Court. Prof. Barron's new book. 
F ree dom of the Press for Whom? -- The Right of Access to Mass Media , 
has been published by the Indiana University Press.

GWU RELIGIOUS JOURNAL REFLECTS CONCERN FOR WORLD PEACE 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — With the guns of the Middle East shattering 
the world’s fragile peace, a new publication prepared by The George 
Washington University's Board of Chaplains has a sad and sudden 
relevance. 

“Peace, Peace, Yet There Is No Peace" (Jeremiah 6:1*1) is the 
title and theme of the first issue of the Journal of Religious 
Concern, a cooperative effort of the 13-member Board of Chaplains 
and members of the University community. Ten articles deal with 
basic aspects and dimensions in the search for peace. 

“We hope to share the insights of this academic community," 
the Journal's introduction states, "so that more effective leader¬ 
ship may be developed, with the goal of a world of peace built upon 
true justice for all humanity." 

The renewed fighting between the Arabs and Israelis gives 
added importance and topicality to several of the magazine's articles. 
In 'Misperception as a Cause of War" (p. 22), GWU Professor of Social 
Psychology Ralph Kirby argues that the chief cause of war today is 
not moral evil, but a misperception of world realities. "Most of 
the wars of the 20th century, if not all, have been made possible by 
mistaken (l.e. misperceived) conceptions of national self-interest 

(more) 
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on one or both sides, " he writes. 

As examples. Dr. Kirby cites World War I as being predominantly 
a " 'mirror image' war — that is, one in which both sides genuinely 
believed that they were the victims, not the perpetrators, of 
aggression;" World War II, in which "Hitler was unequivocally 'the' 
aggressor in Europe, and Japan was unequivocally 'the' aggressor 
in Asia;" and Vietnam, "the chief exception to the valid generali¬ 
zation that the Communists have been 'aggressors' 1 much more often 
than we have." 

Rabbi Aaron B. Seidman, GWU associate professorial lecturer in 
Hebrew and director of the University's B'nai Brith Hillel Foundation, 
discusses the meaning of "SHALOM: A Concept of Completeness" (p. 17). 
In his article, the linguistic derivations and definitions of the 
word "shalom" become a symbolic parallel to what true peace must be — 
complete well-being in the body, mind, and spirit. "Subjugation and 
an end of fighting can bring humans to a pact of peace in the usual 
sense," Rabbi Seidman writes, "but shalom, the ongoing communication 
of similar objectives, can only be achieved by wisdom." 

In other articles, five international students — from Iran, 
Ghana, India, Haiti, and Paraguay — discuss the possibilities of 
world peace with GWU International Student Advisor Ray Clements (p. 33! 
and Dr. Roderick Hollet Davison, professor of European history, ex¬ 
amines the role of the historian in analyzing questions of war and 
peace (p. 3). 

The George Washington University's Board of Chaplains plans a 
yearly issue of the Journal, each dealing with a specific theme, and 
a series of five forums each semester will be conducted to discuss 
further the topic material of the Journals. Editor of the Journal 
of Religious Concern is Fr. John S. Wintermyer.

GWU LAUNCHES NEW STUDY IN URBAN TRANSPORTATION RESEARCH AND TRAINING 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The George Washington University is undertaking a four- 
month study for the Urban Mass Transportation Administration, U.S. Department of 
Transportation, on how UMTA's University Research and Training Program might be 
redesigned to provide more direct support for UMTA's activities and for urban 
transportation generally. 

The study grant, just under $70,000, is aimed at developing information to 
assist UMTA in determining how research and training centers based at institutions 
of higher learning could best be organized, what kind of work at such centers 
could be supported, and how these centers' activities could be interfaced with 
urban transportation policy and program requirements. 

In its efforts to arrive at a new relationship with the academic community and 
to serve its mission better, UMTA anticipates that the envisioned centers would 
increase the amount of professional education available on transportation special¬ 
ties and provide locations for mid-career training for those involved in trans¬ 
portation systems. The centers would also serve as a means for disseminating 
transportation-related information. 

The study will be under the direction of Dr. Louis H. Mayo, George Washington 
University Vice President for Policy Studies and Special Projects and Director of 
the Program of Policy Studies. Wesley L. Tennant, Senior Staff Scientist in the 
Program of Policy Studies, is Project Manager.

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The project will he conducted by an interdisciplinary team of GW faculty 
and staff who will work closely with UMTA's Office of Research and Development. 
The team will include experts in such fields as urban and regional planning, 
engineering and applied science, law, economics, and applied behavioral sciences. 
Specialists from transportation programs in other universities will also partici¬ 
pate together with representatives of transportation industry groups and local 
and state government organizations. 

A conference will be held in January 197 1 * with participants from all the 
groups named, as well as UMTA officials, to critique the design developed by the 
GWU study team.

MUSEUM EDUCATOR PROGRAM TO START 


WASHINGTON, D. C. -- At least 10 Washington, D. C., area museums 
will participate in a new interdisciplinary graduate degree program 
starting at George Washington University in July 1974. 

The program, which will lead to a Master of Arts degree in 
Teaching-Museum Education, is designed to train museum educators 
who will combine a knowledge of museum collections and functions 
with an understanding of how the museum can be a learning experience. 

Developed by Dr. Marcella Brenner, professor of education at 
George Washington University, the program is. thought to be the first 
interdisciplinary museum training program leading to an education 
degree. A $13,050 grant from the National Endowment for the Arts 
and matching funds from GWU and an anonymous donor are being used 
to start the project. 

During a year-long internship, students will combine on-campus 
seminars with actual work in museums and schools in the Washington 
D. C., area. Participating museums include the Folger Shakespeare 
Library, the Textile Museum, the National Museum of Air and Space, 
the National Museum of Natural History, the National Collection of 
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of Fine Arts, the National Trust for Historic Preservation, the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art, the National Aquarium, the Museum of 
African Art and the National Portrait Gallery. 

Students will observe how people learn from museum collections 
and will explore how to use those collections to develop exhibits, 
study programs, lectures, and films. 

In addition, each student will earn at least 12 hours of credit 
in an area of specialty such as geology, art history, or some other 
field related to museum work. 

Upon completing the degree, students will be eligible for 
work in museums as educational specialists in one or more .areas. 
They also may work as museum coordinators for community schools. 

Recruiting for the new program began in October 1973 and 
will continue throughout the year, according to Susan Hoth, 
program coordinator. Interested persons of any background

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Three reporters who were subpoenaed by defense attorneys 
for Spiro T. Agnew in an effort to investigate alleged "leaks" in the grand Jury 
investigation of the former vice president will speak at a seminar at The George 
Washington University, Monday, November 5, 1973. 

Ron Nessen of NBC News, Ron Sarro of The Washington Star-News , and Richard 
Cohen of The Washington Post will discuss the Agnew case subpoenas and their 
implications with attorney Joseph A. Califano, Jr., who defended the Post and 
Newsweek against the revelation of the information requested by Agnew’s lawyers. 
The discussion will begin at 7:30 p.m. in room k02 of the University's Cloyd 
Heck Marvin Student Center, 800 21st St., N.W. 

Federal Judge Walter E. Hoffman, who presided over the grand Jury investi¬ 
gation that eventually led to Agnew's resignation, gave Agnew's attorneys permis¬ 
sion to conduct a formal investigation of the case's prosecutors in an attempt

to uncover the sources of 'leaks" about the charges against him. Armed with his 
court order, Agnew's defense team subpoenaed reporters from the broadcast and 
print media in an effort to force them to reveal the names of confidential 
sources. 

Although Agnew's plea of nolo contendere on October 17 made the question of 
the subpoenas moot, the case raised many critical constitutional considerations 
that will be discussed at the seminar — the clash between freedom of the press 
guaranteed by the First Amendment and the right to fair trial guaranteed by the 
Sixth; the right to publish without prior restraint; and search and seizure 
before formal charges. 

Although the Supreme Court ruled earlier this year (in the Caldwell case) 
that a grand Jury could subpoena a newsman's notes, Hoffman's decision was the 
first to give subpoena powers to individuals. 

The seminar is being sponsored by The George Washington University's chapter 
of Sigma Delta Chi, the national Journalism society. 
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
